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ADVICE to the MAGDALENS.

For, Ged fo loved the world, that he gave his only begotten Son, that whoſoever 
believeth in him ſhould not periſh, but have everlaſting life. John iii. 16. 


give us, to lay before you theſe ſolemn and moſt comfortable declara- 

tions of the Almighty King of Heaven and Earth, the Lord of 
Truth, whoſe word never faileth. The happy choice you have made, and 
your voluntary entrance into this Houſe, fill us with good hope, that: you 
are ſenſible of your paſt miſerable ſtate, and willing to recover the loſt 
favour of God and your Fellow-creatures, If ſuch be your diſpoſition, 
you will find here every thing conducive to that deſireable end; and we can 
aſſure you with pleaſure, that no encouragement ſhall be wanting to-promote 
your preſent and future felicity. 

But that you may neither miſtake the deſign of this charitable inſtitution, 
nor pervert its good intention, it is neceſſary ſolemnly to inform you of that 
deſign, and of what is expected from you. And we deſire that you would 
ſeriouſly, and often, reflect upon what we deliver to you; and that you would 
endeavour, as exactly as you may, to comply with ſuch Rules as are laid down, 
if you deſire to engage our eſteem, and ſecure our protection. 


1 is with the greateſt ſatisfaction, that we take the opportunity, you 


Tovcn'p with a tender and pitying ſenſe of the lamentable diſtreſſes, 
which young women frequently ſuffer, unavoidably ſuffer in a ſtate of proſti. 
tution: concerned at once for the afflicting miſeries that oppreſs their Badies, 
and the miſeries far more afflicting, which muſt oppreſs their unrepenting Souls; 
many benevolent perſons have voluntarily contributed to open this hoſpitable 
Houſe, as a place of refuge and retreat for thoſe, who are. deſirous to leave 
che pernicious paths of vice, to redeem their good name, to recover theiy 
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bodies from Shame and foul Diſeaſe, to regain the fatherly protection of God, 


and fave their immortal Souls. 
And, they were the rather inclined to this humane purpoſe by the peculiarly 


afflicting circumſtances of unhappy young women, whom loſt reputation 


deprives of every honeſt means to live: caſts out as the very refuſe of the 
world; and gives no opportunity to retrieve and return, 

Conſider then, young Woman, of how great value to you this Houſe of 
refuge is; as being the only one, to which you could fly; the only place 
where you could have any probability of attaining preſent or future Bliſs. 

Surely then you mult greatly prize it; and feel the utmoſt Gratitude for 


the worthy Governors and Supporters of it. 


This Gratitude we would wiſh you to cheriſh, as it will ever be a motive to 
the very beſt Conduct. 

But as this Houſe, you perceive, was deſigned to receive you from the ſtorm 
of Diſtreſs; and to enable you to recover loſt Reputation, Health and Virtue , 
you muſt not by any means {q miſtake its gracious End, as to be careleſs 
in | thoſe important Concerns, as to be remiſs in the diſcharge of any 
Duty. 

16 was never intended, that you ſhould paſs your Life here; much lefs 
that you ſhould be ſupported in Idleneſs and Sloth. But as your continuance 
is temporary, ſo are you to eſteem that continuance a ſingular favour : for the 
indulgence of which, if you conduct yourſelves properly, you may reaſonably 
hope, till ſuch time, as you ſhall be enabled to return into life with a reputation. 
recovered—no longer the ſcorn and contempt of your Fellow-creatures ; with 
an habit of induſtry and the means to procure honeſtly your own Bread: and 
with a Mind, renewed in Holineſs, conſcious of its paſt Evils, and reſolved, 
through God's grace, to forfeit no more the bleſſed hope of everlaſting Life, + 
Agreeable to theſe future views muſt be your preſent Conduct. 


I. 1. With regard to your external behaviour, the moſt exact compliance 
with the Rules of the Houſe will be requited. And as nothing of ſeverity 
will be ſhewn towards you, ſo nothing of unfeemly, and refractory conduct can 


be allowed, or will be permitted. 
2. An humble and ready obedience to the Directions of your MarRO will 


be the Method to preſerve you from Error, to ſteer you aright, and to gain 
the approbation of your friends and patrons, And we truſt you will be very 


diligent and attentive in this reſpect. x 
| 3.. As

3. As you cannot but be ſenſible, that the expences attending ſuch a family 
are great, your own reflection muſt ſhew you, that there is an abſolute ne- 
oeſſitj for much Induſtry on your part; and we muſt inform you, that ready 
as we are to ſuccour the diſtreſſed, and to contribute with all liberality to 
their relief; yet, it cannot be ſuppoſed, that this Houſe is deſigned to harbour 
and encourage the idle and the vicious; and therefore a deficiency in induſtry 
will always be ſufficient to loſe our eſteem, as it will too plainly ſhew your want 
of Principles. For if you live idly on the ſole bounty of the Houſe, you are 
grievoully abuſing the Charity of your Benefactors, and are injuring others, 
who would be glad to enter, and to work as well as they are capable. Be- 
ſides, as Idleneſs is the root of all Evil, your perſiſting in it will defeat 
all the good purpoſes we intend, which are to make you induſtrious upon 
principle, that ſo you may get your Maintenance with credit. For be aſſured, 


that we mult conſider all your pretences to Reformation diſſembled, while you 


are deficient in that Induſtry, which is the genuine fruit of true Religion. 
And remember, that as Jaleneſt cloaths with rags, brings to ſhame, to every 
Vice and every Miſery, fo are its ſufferings never pitied; they are the juſt 
reward of the crime. You muſt not then expe& continuance here, or com- 
fort any where elſe, if you are not Induſtrious. The Apoſtle hath declared, 
If any wil! not work, neither ſhall they eat“ . And for your comfort, we can 
ſay, that the bleſſings of induſtry are always upon it : Diligence and honeſt 


Labour carry with them their own reward. Idleneſs ſhall clothe with rags ; bug 


the hand of the Diligent maketh rich T. 

4. There is one further particular reſpecting your outward eee 
which is of great conſequence, both to your own peace, and to that of the 
family in general; your behaviour we mean one towards another, and particu- 
larly to your ſuperior F. Indeed if you have any ſenſe at all of the Religion 
which you profeſs, and are here taught, you will ſoon know that Love is its 
great and diſtinguiſhing Commandment z and that we can then only be true 
Diſciples of Chriſt, when “ «ve {ve one another as He hath loved us |.” 

We expect, therefore, that you each one endeavour to cultivate the greateft 
Harmony and Unity amongſt yourſelves, that you be obedient and obliging 


to your Superiors: and that you avoid all quarrelling, reproach, and upbraick 


ing one of another; which will be moſt unſeemly in you, who, alas—have

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woman who preſides over each claſs, 
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fo little cauſe to contemn and deſpiſe. Your ſameneſs of circumſtances, and 
ſadneſs of diſtreſs, ſhould awaken in each of your Hearts, a tender pity 
one for the other; with kind Love, like that of affectionate Siſters, you 


ſhould endeavour to ſooth each others Sorrows ; and ſhould never mention 


your paſt Misfortunes, but to condole with one another, and to deplore your 
former miſerable Eſtate. —If you act in ſuch an amiable and becoming man. 
ner, you will reap the fruits of it, to your preſent Comfort and Happineſs. 
The ſituation you are in will be like a little Heaven to you ; whereas diſputes, 
diſcontents, and reviling, will deprive you of the beſt Bleſſings here offered, 
Live in Love, therefore, as dear Children of the ſame heavenly Father, 
who hath ſhewn you fuch mercy, who hath done ſo much for the Salvation! 
of yeur Souls *, | 

This is the great and material point :—The Salvation of your Souls: and 
which, if attained not, great part of the preſent good deſign is fruſtrated. 
For we would: have you reflect, that what relates to your Soul is of infinitely. 
greater moment, than what concerns your Body only; and therefore if its 
welfare be overlooked, amidſt the care for merely external reſpects, you wil} 
receive but little of the benefit we propoſe you, we ſhall receive much un- 
eaſy diſappointment. It is hoped then you will diligently attend to. what. 


follows. 


II. We truſt, you are not ignorant, that you have an immortal Soul, as 
well as a periſhing Body; a Soul which cannot die, but, when your mortal 
frame {hall be diſſolved, and putrify in corruption, muſt appear before an 
Almighty Judge, and by him be conſigned to an unending ſtate of conſum- 
mate Happineſs, or inexpreſſible Milery ! 

The knowledge of this ſingle Truth is ſufficient to make us ſolicitous for our 
Soul's welfare, | 
But, alas, what ſhall they do, who have offended this Almighty Judge 
by repeated and aggravated Tranſgreſſions, and cannot plead innocent, before 

his righteous Bar ? 

What would yo do in that dreadful ſituation, eſpecially if you ſhould die 
in an unrepenting ſtate ; die utterly unprepared for ſo ſolemn a ſcene, and fo 


{ad a-ſentence !

All 
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All hope would be loſt. Oh! then rejoice, that when all Hope was almoſt 
loſt, even here upon Earth; it now again dawns upon your Soul, and you 
may ſecure a bliſsful Eternity! 

For, gracious to his fallen Creatures, and tender of their welfare, the ever 
bleſſed Father of Heaven has ſent his only begotten Son into the World, who 
ſuffered in our nature the puniſhment due to our Sins, and made expiation on 
the Croſs, for the Iniquities of vile Tranſgreſſors: and who, having triumphed 
over death, by his glorious Reſurrection, hath proclaimed full pardon to all 
Mankind, who come to him in lively faith and ſincere repentance. 

Theſe bleſſed Tidings of good Things are held forth in the books of the 
New Teſtament, and may be there read to your exceeding Comfort. 

But a /ively faith and a fincere repentance, you muſt remember, are indiſ- 
penſable requiſites for the obtaining this favour, for the procuring this inef- 
timable bleſſing; and a future dutiful obedience muſt witneſs your real ſenſe 


of it. 
If you do not believe + that Chriſt died for you, you can never truſt in his 


death, or pray to him for his mercies; and if you pretend to believe this, 


+ That Chriſt /ived and died, and raſe again, according to. the Goſpels, is certain beyond all 
diſpute ; for thoſe Goſpels were written by Men, who were eye and car witneſſes of the facts they 
deliver, and ſo could not be deceived ; and they were men of the moſt unblemiſhed characters, who 
gave up their all, and even their own lives in-teſtimony of what they delivered, and fo could not 
be deceivers.—T hey worked alſo the moſt aſtoniſhing Miracles, which were impoſſible to any power 
leſs than God's ; and they communicated that power to others, who joyfully witneſſed the truth 
of their faith, by ſuffering patiently, on account of it, the moſt cruel perſecutions, tortures, and 
death,—Morcover all that Chriſt was to be and to de was foretold many years before he appeared, 
in the books of the old Teſtament, and was exactly fulfilled by him: he bimſelf alſo foretold many 
things, which were exactly fulfilled ; and as none but God can ſoretel future events, fo theſe pro- 
phecies are a full proof of the truth of the Chriſtian religion.—The dofrine too which Chriſt 
preached, is ſo excellent, and ſuperior to all other ever taught, that it could come from none but 
God=—and the Sacraments which have continued in the church ever ſince Chriſt was upon earth, are 
clear and ſatisfactory proofs of his having been amongſt men, ſince no other perſon can be aſſigned 
as the ordainer of them, nor any other time of their ordination, than that which the Goſpel ſpeaks 
of. —But, above all, the preſent being of the Chriſtian religion, and its particular fines to the late 
of the human race, and the wants of miſerable ſinners, prove its divine original; for we may be ſatisfied, 
that it could never have exi/ed at all, much leis have continued to this time, it it had not been divine, 
fince it was introduced and propagated without any human aid, without arts, arms, or eloquence, and in 
oppoſition to all the opinions and religious eſtabliſhments then upon earth.—Chriſt therefore did 
aſſuredlv live and die, and riſe as we believe; and the Goſpel is the certain Revelation of God 
to mankind ; which alone leads to the path of peace, and which to believe and to obey is to 


be happy- 
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yet manifeſt not a ſincere repentance, vain and falle is every expectation of 


forgivenels. 
Repentance, be informed, is not merely a word, nor doth it ſolely conſiſt in 


ſorrow for fin: true and genuin repentance, ſuch as God requires, and will 


accept, is a ſincere and ſorrowful ſenſe of our paſt miſdoings, as diſhonourable 
to God, and deſtructive to our own ſouls; is a firm reſolution to leave thoſe 
practices, which we are ſorry for; is a putting that reſolution into act. In one 
word, it is leaving the ways, as well as being grieved for the works of ſin. 
The Prodigal Son, not only was ſenſible of his own miſery, and his ill con- 
duct to his father, not only reſolved to ariſe and go to him, but actually aroſe, 


went and confeſſed his unworthineſs and determination to alter his life *. 


If then you are bleſt with this happy repentance—are ſorry for, and actu- 
ally endeavour to change your life, and forſake your evil conduct, then in 
true laith, then ſincerely believing that Chriſt died for ſinners, and offers 
pardon to the penitent, apply to him in lowly confeſſion, and reſt ſatisfied, 
that he will never caſt you out. 

This is the ſtate to which we would deſtre to introduce you, through God's 
erace, and for that purpoſe nothing is here wanting. But we muſt urge one fur- 
ther conſideration of vaſt moment to you; namely, that as to obtain free par- 
don through Chriſt, an actual forſaking of ſin is requiſite, fo a ſtate of pardon 
implies and demands a new life, and there is nothing which can ſatisfactorily 
witneſs either to yourſelves or to others your real penitence and faith, but your 
future active obedience and unfeigned humility. 

We muſt expect therefore to ſee, 

1, In the public worſſiip of God, the moſt ſober, ſerious, and religious de- 
portment. The leaſt appearance of levity there will damp all our hopes. 
Conſider, in that holy ſervice, the eye of infinite purity is full upon you, ſee- 
ing into the very ſecrets of your hearts ; and therefore imagine yourſelves 
ever in his fight, and give place to no unhallowed and unbecoming thoughts. 
But full of thankfulneſs for the rich mercies ſhewn you, join with fervent ſouls 
in the ſervice, and let your hearts ever keep pace with your lips. 

Human nature is ſo imperfect, that, ſpite of our beſt endeavours, our 
wretched thoughts will but too eaſily wander even in the holieſt duties. This 
ſhould not diſcourage you when it happens, but make you more humble and 
more watchful; and it will be ſerviceable to you to be exactly careful

in attending to the ſervice in your books, as well as in making the proper 
reſponſes, to which we muſt requeſt you to be very attentive ; as alſo to read 
the leſſons in your Bibles. —And as it is thought adviſable, that worthy people, 
deſirous of ſeeing this good work, ſtiould be admitted to the chapel, let th: t 
be another forceable motive to particular humility in behaviour, The humble, 
meek, and downcaſt look becomes thoſe who are in a ſtate of penitence, and 
will ever recommend; the bold and dauntleſs ſtare will give but mean ideas 
of reformation; though indeed, ſuch as have any ſenſe at all of their paſt 
ſhame, will find little courage to animate the wandring eye. | 

As to the bleſſed Sacrament of the Lord's ſupper, we ſhall ſay the leſs, as 
leaving it to the more particular concern of our Chaplain ; but it would give 
us infinite ſatisfaction to hear and find that you were all well diſpoſed, and 
properly prepared to be partakers of that holy feaſt, which is ſo neceſſary for 
every Chriſtian, as well as ſo comfortable; and at which every true penitent, 
humble in ſoul, and deſirous to walk in newneſs of life, will ever be an ac-- 
cepted gueſt. 

And with regard to the inſtructions you have from the pulpit, we ſhall 
only ſay, that as they are calculated and delivered for your improvement, 
ſo we muſt require that you give good attention to them, and treaſure them 
up in your hearts; that you carefully apply them to yourſelves, and pray 
to God for a bleſſing upon them ; that you always read over the text, and 
and talk of the Sermon one with another; and if you can write, it may be of 
much advantage to tranſcribe the text, the heads of the ſermon, and any ſuch 
remarks as may chance particularly to ſtrike you. The review of this would aſ- 
terwards be of much profit to you. And if you are careful thus to regulate 
your behaviour, in regard to the public worſhip of God, you will not fail in 
the ſame conſcientious care with reſpect. 

2. To your private worſhip. 

Prayer is the moſt important duty of. a Chriſtian, without a continuance in 
it, we can never hope to perſevere in the right path. Great are the promiſes 
annexed to it, and in the regular performance of it, we can ſcarce fail of a 
bleſſing, Prayer is not meer lip-ſervice, not a labour of the tongue, and a 
repetition of words; it is the deſire of the heart lifted up to God; it is the 
language of want; therefore you muſt be careful that your heart ſpeaks. through: 
your lips, and that your ſouls defire be elevated to God, when you addreſs 
him in the ſolemn duty of prayer.—This we hope you will never omit to 
do morning and evening, in private; for which purpoſe, two prayers are annex- 


ed, (which we could wiſh you to uſe, unleſs you. have any more proper) - 
the 
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1 
the ſame time not omitting to pour forth the earneſt requeſt of your hearts, in 
your own words, if you find particular wants not ſpecified in theſe. _—— There 
is too an holy kind of prayer, which requires no particular ſeaſons, places, or 
forms, and which, as being the immediate language of the heart, aſcendeth 
moſt acceptably to God—we mean ejaculatory prayer; addreſſing God in ſhort 
and humble petitions, wherever you are, or whatever you are doing—ſuch 
petitions as your own hearts may dictate, or you may learn from the word of 


God, or the ſervice of the church. 

3. Indeed the beſt way to improve yourſelves in this divine art, will be 
to read daily and regularly ſome part of God's word. You ſhould determine 
this with yourſelves, and let no day paſs without reading ſome portion, more 


or leſs, of the ſacred ſcriptures, eſpecially the New Teſtament, —This will 


ſtrengthen your faith and increaſe your knowledge, and enable you to be 
much in the practice of that gjaculation which we recommend. — This too will 
enable you to keep your minds employed upon good and heavenly ſubjects; 
which you ſhould endeavour to contemplate as much as you may, not only 
to prevent evil thoughts, from moleſting you, but to convince you more and 
more of the excellency of the choice you have made.—And for other books, if 
you are deſirous of reading, they will be carefully ſupplied you: we wiſh to 
ſee you employed, during your ſpare hours, in ſerious reading; and ſhould be 
glad, and much recommend it to thoſe of you who are beſt able, to read to 
{ach as are leſs inſtructed, and to labour after an increaſe of knowledge, 


which we doubt not will bring increaſe of virtue, 
4. Chearfulneſs and content will always be acceptable; and how can you 


better expreſs it, than by ſinging thoſe excellent and inſtructive Hymns which 


are provided for you.; than by endeavouring to improve in this holy employ- 
ment, which gives us ſuch ſatisfaction in the houſe of God? But remember that 
the heart in ſinging ſhould accompany the voice; and that, if you ſing thoſe 
ſacred compoſitions without due attention, you will receive no advantage. 
Endeavour to impreſs your ſouls with a due ſenſe of the ſubject; elevate your 
hearts to God, and then ſing with the voice of melody, and the ſoul of 


raiſe. 
5 5. With reſpe& to your converſation, ſomething was hinted before *; 
of this you muſt be eſpecially careful, as well as of all pertneſs to your 
Superiors: and you will be fo if your hearts are truly changed. For of 
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the abundance of the heart the mouth ſpeaketh. Looſe, vain, and vicious con- 
verſation, as it will be highly offenſive to your benefactors, and is imme- 
diately contrary to the Rules of the Houſe, ſo will it be uneaſy and diſpleaſing 
co yourſelves, if you ſincerely feel and lament the ſad effects of looſe, vain, 
and vicious living. Let then no corrupt communication proceed from your 
lips; no profane, wanton, wicked words, no profanation of the holy name 
of God, Jeſus, &c. Never ſuffer yourſelves to trifle with the name of the 
Almighty, wantonly, without meaning, or on frivolous occaſions ; or to uſe 
any thing tending to an oath, as, Upon my Soul, I hope to be ſaved, &c. but 
endeavour to purity your lips from all appearance of evil. When you con- 
verſe together, let it at leaſt be innocent; if it be poſſible, we could wiſh it 
might be edifying ; and an attendance to the Rules above given will enable 
you to make it ſo. But, for God's ſake, never be ſo abandoned and deteſtable, 
as to glory in your ſhame ; as to repeat thoſe infamous ſcenes, which ſhould 
cover your faces with confuſion ; and which, if you glory in them, unrepent- 
ing, will be produced at the laſt day, before all the world, to your unſpeakable 
horror, and be the means to fink you for ever into the bottomleſs pit of end- 
leſs miſery. | 

6. You muſt not conceive, that by entring into this Houſe, your buſineſs 
is done, and your Salvation ſecured ; this would be a fatal miſtake. The 
life of a Chriſtian is a continued warfare; and we have enemies, powerful 
enemies within, as well as without, to encounter and ſubdue.— The ſad cor- 
ruption of our nature is the great cauſe of our miſery ; and as long as you 
bear this mortal fleſh about you, you will be ſubject to temptations and infir- 
mities. You mult reſolve, therefore, and endeavour to vanquiſh all the evil 
deſires and predominant luſts of the fleſh, and muſt labour to keep under your 
corrupt affections: this is required of every Chriſtian, but peculiarly of you, 
who, in a life of penance, for ſenſual inordinances, ſhould be particularly 
careful to ſubdue the evil propenſity of the fleſh. 

Temperance and early riſing are friends, no leſs to health and proſperity, 
than to virtue and piety ; and we have no doubt but you will be careful to 
obſerve both, as well upon religious as temporal motives. Deſirous to mor- 
tify all your evil and corrupt affections, you will be diligent in the uſe 
of all proper means ||, and in every reſpect, will endeavour to ſubdue your

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worſt enemy, the enemy within: following the example of St. Paul, « 7 keep 
under my body, and bring it into ſubjefion ; left that by any means, toben I bade 
preached to others, I myjelf ſoculd be a caſt-away : and if ſo great an Apottle, 

and ſo eminent a Saint, found this neceſſary for bin- Now much more 
neceſſary, think you, is it for you,—for you, who like that Apoſtle, are 
monuments of the mercy, - may you be eternal monuments of the long - ſuffer- 
ing mercy of Chriſt Jeſus our Lord | 


Such are the general heads of advice we have thought proper to give you: 
for immediate directions, either as to religious or temporal concerns, you 


will always bave acceſs to our Chaplain and Matron ; who will be glad and 


ready to ſuccour and aſſiſt you with their beſt counſel, in every particular 
that ſhall reſpect your welfare. We have ſaid only what we expect, upon the 
whole, from you, and have neither enlarged on your Duty as Chriſtians, or as 
Inhabitants of this Houſe, ſince, for the former we have appointed regular 
inſtructions from the pulpit ; for the latter we have inftituted a general plan 
of conduct, with which we expect you to comply: and in fo doing, you will 
ſecure to yourſelves our favourable attention, which, (though a bleſſing much 
to be prized by you,) will be but ſmall in comparifon of that loving kindneſs 
of God, and that protection of his providence, wherewith the demeanour, 
we recommend, will, through Chriſt, infallibly bleſs you. | 

Once more let us remind you, that we have no intention either to receive into 
this houſe, or to detain in it, any whole inclinations are averſe to its important 
deſign, namely, * their own preſent and eternal happineſs.” We ſeek only your 
good; and on your commendable behaviour, ſhall be inclin*d tocontinue you, till 
ſuch time as you may be put intoan ability to procure your livelihood properly. 
Yet that tender concern, we have for your welfare, will always incline us ſeri- 
ouſly to remonſtrate with you, and, with the gentleneſs of parental affection, to 
admoniſh you; if ever, through miſtaken notions, you ſhould be ſo wretchedly 
wayward and ignorant of your own true intereſt, as to deſire a removal 
heace, with no viſible appearance of guod ſucceſs, with no probability but 


"I returning again with the ſwine to wallowing in the mire, and of plunging 


again deeper and deeper into wretchedneſs and miſery. 

And in all ſuch caſes, nay, whenever you find a gleam of the leaf diſcon-

Reflect 
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Reflect upon the. foul, dead in treſpaſſes and ſins, a ſtranger to its God, 
and loſt to happineſs; upon the body polluted with iniquity, condemned to 
the foul drudgery of luſt, and to its deplorable conſequences, Shame and 
Diſeaſe ! Reflect upon yourſelf, baniſhedfrom all true peace, a ſtranger to 
ſolid comfort, abhorred by the thinking and the virtuous *, deſpiſed and 
hated even by the moſt abject and vicious: caſt- out, forlorn, and wretched ; 
ſtung with the ſharp upbraidings of condemning conſcience ; an alien and 
an outcaſt from your neareſt friends; a ſore grief to the mother that ſuck- 
led you at her. boſom ; an afflicting ſhame to your father's old age; bur- 
denſome to yourſelf, deſpicable to others; and ſpeedily about to end, a mi- 
ſerable exiſtence, only to enter on an exiſtence far more miſerable - wretched, 
unſpeakably wretched in this world; enſlaved to the abominable ſervice of 
the devil, whoſe only joy, is the miſery of the human race, and who, for the 
molt faithful ſervice, hath only flames of hell and never ending anguiſh to 
beſtow |! 

And what if you had periſhed in this ſtate? what if you had died and been 
loſt for ever? could any thing in this life have recompenſed the loſs of 
your ſoul.— Bleſs God, bleſs him ever more and more, that in much mercy 
he hath opened to you a door of grace; that he hath put it into your heart 
to come beneath this hoſpitable roof, which leads you as it were to the gates 
of paradiſe, -and points out pardon and peace and never-failing joy !—And 
can there be any thing tempting in the former ſtate, that ſhould move you to 
forfeit the bliſs of the preſent, and to plunge again into the miſeries of the paſt ; 
plunge again with a double weight of guilt and miſery; plunge again never 
to emerge, never to be reſcued more!! s 

For, conſider, if you return to vice, the knowledge you have here had of 
duty, will aggravate your guilt ; you will be juſtly abhorred by all: nothing 
but the filth of vile proſtitution awaits you; diſcaſe will again come an; miſery 
will again overwhelm you; a wretched outcaſt, without friends, and without 
hope, you will ſink in infamy and diſtreſs, no eye to pity, no hand to relieve : 
and worſe than the worſt of all, without excuſe, and ſelf-condemned your Joſt 
and ruined ſoul muſt periſh for ever in the flames of hell. 


There is nothing one would imagine, which muſt affect the mind, eſpecially a female mind, 
equal to that contempt and negle& to which the loſs of reputation, and a ſtate of proſtitution 
ſubjects them. They can never be admitted into the company of any of their own ſex, who are wor- 
thy to be converſed with—all the virtuous muff forſake and fly from them they are neglected 
and deſpiſed by all; and even thoſe who them have no true value for them, but the greateſt 
hatred. Oh miſerable ſituation !—ye daughters of ſhame reflect and return. 
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If you reflect one moment on this moſt certain conſequence of a return to 
an abandoned life——your ſoul will be filled with joy, and your utmoſt en- 
deavours will be exerted in the diſcharge of every duty which your preſent 
happy ftate requires. a ſtate, how different from that out of which providence 
hath ſaved you 

Heaven now lies open before you; everlaſting comforts are preparing to 
crown you: the holy Angels are ready to tune their harps on your accounts, 
for there is joy in Heaven, and before the Angels of God over one ſin- 
ner that repenteth; and the bleſſed, Jeſus, who died to ſave you, is ready 
to crown your ſincere penitence, faith, and love; is ready to bleſs your 

happy perſeverance with immortality and glory. All the good and virtuous 
part of your Fellow- creatures, to whom you were before an abhorrence, be- 
hold you with joy; a joy eſpecially pleaſing to all the Supporters of this Cha- 
rity, whoſe wiſh and travel of heart is for your ſalvation. 

And have not many of you tender parents ? have not many of you affec- 
tionate friends ? muſt not your hearts then feel a commendable delight on the 
comforts you cannot fail to give, ſome to the father that begat her; and to the 
beloved mother, who watched her infant wants ; ſome to the friends to whom 
you were dear, even as their own ſouls ; and who, lamenting your loſt eſtate, 
can now ſay, with the prodigal, She was dead, and is alive again; ſhe was 


loſt and is found? 


Thbeſe things if you conſider, you will be filled with exceeding comfort : 
we recommend it to you ſeriouſly to conſider them; and deſire you to oberve, 
that as on the one hand, in the path we point out, preſent Peace, Heaven, 
and eternal Happineſs, offer themſelves to you:—ſo in a deviation from it, 
on the other hand, are ſorrow, ſhame, and diſeaſe, preſent and eternal miſery. 
Chooſe therefore—chooſe for yourſelves. —And the God of unexhauſted 
goodneſs and love incline all your ſouls to make a happy choice, This will be 
an unſpeakable ſatisfaction to us, this will be an unſpeakable comfort to your- 


ſelves.
